SIR, 

IN  one  of  the  Journals  for  March  laft,  I 
cbferved  a  very  extraordinary  publi¬ 
cation  from  Angndale,  figned  C.  S.  fet- 
ting  forth,  ammig  other  things,  that 
many  poor  people  in  that  part  of  the 
country  were  employed  in  Ipinning  for 

MelTrs  F - r  and  P - n,  two  Englilh 

merchants :  that  by  their  humanity  and 
benevolence  thefc  people  were  intirely 
fupported,  who  otherwife  muft  have 
Itarved  for  want  of  employment  to  gain 
a  fubfiftence :  a  very  fpecious  ftory  !  But 

imake  no  doubt,  when  the  fpring  of 
hefe  gentlemen’s  actions  is  once  expo- 
led  to  view,  it  will  plainly  appear,  that 
leithcr  humanity  nor  benevolence  had 
he  fmalleft  fhare  in  it,  and  that  a  mani- 
eft  advantage  refulted  to  themfelves 
from  their  employing  two  thoufand 
hands,  an  amazing  number  of  fpinners 
for  the  county  of  Annandale !  Few 
words,  I  think,  will  be  requifite  in  pro¬ 
ving,  that  neither  humanity  nor  benevo¬ 
lence  were  the ^Englilhmen’s  incentives 
for  employing  fo  many  of  our  poor.  Is 
it  reafonable  to  fuppofe  that  they  would 
be  forced  to  fly,  as  it  were,  their  own 
country  in  fearch  of  objedls,  for  giving 
fcope  to  a  fuperabundant  humanity  ?  Is 
not  the  fuppofition  highly  inconfiftent, 
and  equally  abfurd!  GtxJ  knows,  we 
need  not  leave  our  home  in  queft  of  dif- 
tielfed  objedls ;  few  places  will  be  found

at  this  time  which  are  not  overftocked 
with  the  neceflitous  poor:  I  believe  it 
will  be  found  that  the  number  of  poor  in 
England  now,  does  equal  in  proportion, 
if  not  overbalance  thofe  in  Scotland;  at 
any  rate,  we  will  find  as  many  induf- 
tfious  people  inclined  to  work  in  the 
one  kingdom  as  in  the  other,  in  propor¬ 
tion  to  the  number  of  the  inhabitants. 
Certainly,  then,  it  cannot  proceed  from 
humanity  nor  benevolence.  Had  they 
wanted  to  have  exercifed  either,  their 
own  countrymen  were  intitlcd,  by  the 
great  law  of  nature,  to  a  preference ;  but 
a  more  immediate  beneficial  motive  to 
themfelves  was  the  only  caufe. 

The  truth  of  the  matter  is  this,  thefe 
gentlemen  came  to  Scotland  and  engaged 
a  confiderable  number  of  hards  to  fpin 
for  them,  but  not  a  tenth  of  two  thou¬ 
fand,  as  mentioned  in*  that  uncandid 
publication.  The  people  whom  they  en¬ 
gaged  were  to  make  ufe  of  a  reel  of 
fourteen  quarters  long,  prohibited  by  an 
adl  of  the  1 3th  of  George  I. ;  for  thr  hank 

of  which  reel  Meflrs  F - r  and  P - n , 

were  to  pay  them  four-pence :  The  reel 
eftablifticd  by  law  is  ten  quarters  long* 
no  other  can  be  ufed  legally  but  it,  and 
all  the  dealers  in  yarn,  in  this  part  of  the 
country,  pay  three-pence  for  the  hank 
of  the  ten-quarter- reel;  fo  that  an  ad^.. 
vantage  of  one  farthing  on  each  hank  of 
yarn  it  evidently  taken  from  thefe  po^ 
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people »  which  amounts  to  above  fix  per 
cent.  Had  llicic  gentlemen  conformed 
thenifelves  to  the  laws  of  this  country, 
and  enctmraged  t  he  u  fe  ot  t  he  tcn-quartcr- 
recl ;  had  they  paid  luch  people  as  really 
Aood  in  nc»*d,  four-pence  for  each  ha-nk 
of  the  legal  reel,  they  would  have  aisled 
a  charitable  and  benevolent  part :  but 
how  widely  ditterent  their  condu<5l  was, 
plainly  ap;>tars  from  what  has  been  fiid 
ht  fore.  I'he  difference  of  the  length  in 
the  two  reels  is  the  true  criterion  by 
which  we  are  to  jutlgc  of  thefe  gentle¬ 
men’s  humanity  and  benevolence  in  this 
inRarice. 

Mr  C.  S.  is  pleafed  to  paint  every 
thing  in  the  worft  light,  without  regard- 
ing  either  the  truth  or  the  confequences 
that  may  attend  the  falfa  reprefentation 
ef  a  cafe  like  the  prefent.  He  fpeaks  of 
a  perfon  who  calls  himfelf  a  ftamp- ma¬ 
ter  at  Dumfries,  as  if  there  were  no  fuch 
man  txilting,  or  as  if  the  power  he  is 
inveffed  with  w  as  derived  originally  from 
himfelf,  and  he  had  cemedown  wanton¬ 
ly  to  Annandalc  to  opprefs  the  poor.  If 
this  gentleman  C.  S.  or  any  in  An- 
nandale  were  unacquainted  with  Charles 
Hogg,  the  ftamp-mafter  and  infpedtor- 
general,  it  was  their  own  fault;  they 
ought  to  have  been  acquainted  with  him ; 
they  ought  alfo  to  have  made  thenifelves 
acvjnainted  with  the  above  quoted  ad  of 
parliament,  under  the  fandion  of  w’hich 
he  ade*d ;  for  the  plea  of  ignorance  would 
but  ill  avail  them  in  a  court  of  juftice. 
Mr  Hogg  w'as  appointed  ftamp-maffer 
and  inf|X’dor-general,  by  the  hon.  board 
of  truffecs,  &c.  He  was  fworn  to  the 
faithful  execution  of  thefe  truffs,  and  he 
muff,  and  will  difeharge  the  duties  be¬ 
longing  to  them  in  a  Cv>nfcientious  man- 
ner,  fearlcfs  of  the  threats  of  people  who 
pay  no  ugard  to  the  wrholcfome  regula¬ 
tions  of  their  country, 

Mr  Hogg’s  condnd,  when  he  was  firft 
named  infped or- general,  was  truly  lau¬ 
dable.  As  foon  as  he  was  appointed,  he 
w  ent  dow’n  amoug  the  Annandalc  peo¬ 
ple.  reafoned  with  them,  convinced 
them,  th,at  they  were  much  impofed 
upon  by  the  Engliih  merchants;  ac¬ 
quainted  thvm  of  his  conimilion,  pub- 
liflied  it  in  every  public  place,  and  fuf- 
pended  the  execution  of  it  for  fome 
time,  until  he  thought  they  would  be 
prepared  for  his  infpedion.  They  in¬ 
deed  promifed  fair  at  firft  ;  but  w  hen  he 
icturned  to  pul  the  law  in  execution, 
they  threatened  him,  cither  to  touch 


their  fourteen-quarter-reels,  prohibit 
by  !t&  of  parliament,  or  condemn  their 
yarn:  he  found  them  by  experience  to 
be  a  very  different  people  kom  what 
C.  S.  reprefented  them.  They  proved 
tube  hardy,  ftout,'and  infolent;  audit’ 
would  have  taken  a  pretty  formidable 
parly  of  foldiers  to  keep  them  in  awe, 
and  bring  them  under  a  due  fubjedion. 
Such  were  thefe  people  of  weak  and  in¬ 
firm  conftitutions. 

Mr  C.  S.  and  luch  like  puny  fcribblcrs, 
are,  and  have  always  been,  the  fomcn- 
ters  of  much  mifehief;  for  they  cloak 
their  own  finifter  views  under  the  fane-, 
tion  of  public  fpirit,.  and  impofe  upon 
the  weak  minds  of  an  undefeeruing  mobr 
but  it  is  not  w'hat  I  defigned,  to  attack 
C.  S.  as  a  writer,  or  ;i6  a  man,  for  in 
cither  character  he  is  equally  contemp¬ 
tible.  A  regard  to  truth,  and  that  the 
world  might  not  take  for  granted  what 
was  advanced  in  that  publication,  were 
my  only  motives  for  taking  up  the  pen. 

Before  the  appointment  of  an  infpec- 
tor  for  this  part  of  the  country,  great 
frauds  were  committed,  and  gentlemen 
who  purchafed  quantiiies.of  yarn  were 
much  impofed  upon  with  bad  tale,  &c. 
and  found  that  a  lofs  of  feven  and  a  half 
per  cent,  was  fuftained  by  them ;  for  it 
is  impoffible  that  a  man,  who  has  a  mul¬ 
tiplicity  of  bufinefs  on  his  hands,  (hould 
count  over  the  threads  of  every  hank  of 
yarn  w  hich  might  be  offered  to  him  for 
fale;  they  found  it  to  be  cndlefs.  la 
conlequence  of  that  they  dilcontinued 
dealing  w  ith  the  people  in  this  part  of 
the  country,  and  got  their  yarn  from 
Dundee,  and  other  places  in  the  Norths 
where  infpedors  carried  the  law's  ftridt-. 
ly  into  execution,  and  where  the  honef- 
ty  of  the  people  could  be  depended  on. 
It  is  well  knowm,  that  had  not  the  pre¬ 
fent  regulations  taken  place,  the  fpin- 
ning  of  yarn  in  this  part  of  the  country^ 
which  now  employs  fo  great  a  number 
of  hands,  w'ould  have  fallen  totally  into 
decay. 

When  the  fcheme  of  applying  to  the 
truftccs  for  the  appointment  of  an  infpec- 
tor,  in  this  part  of  the  country,  waspro- 
pofed  to  the  dealers  in  yarn,  it  was 
laughed  at  as  chimerical,  and  veryfew^ 
of  them  could  be  perfuaded  to  fign  a  pe¬ 
tition  to  the  board  for  that  purpofe;  but 
w’hen  one  w'as  appointed,  the  moft  lalu- 
tary  tffeds  flow'cd  from  it,  and  thofe 
who  w  tre  very  averfe  to  it,  arc  now  be¬ 
come  his  moft  ftrenuous  fupportera- 
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'Mr  C.  S.  feemed  to  be  much  concern  • 
cd  about  thcfe  poor  people  in  Annan- 

dale,  fliould  Meifrs  F - ‘r  andP — ^n 

withdraw  iheir  bounty;  let  that  give 
him  no  uncafineis;  ihefc  people  will 
find  fulTicient  employment  from  all  the 
dealers  in  yarn  at  Dumfries,  Annan, 
Lochmal)en,  &c.  without  being  reduced 
o  the  iieccllity  of  violating  an  a^t  of 
parliament,  which  ought  to  be  kept  fa- 
reil.  1  am  afraid  your  readers  will 
omplain  of  prolixity;  I  could  not  well 
^avc  been  more  laconic.  1  hope  that 
he  above  unembelliflied,  but  candid  re- 
)ie!entation,  will  not  be  thought  un- 
voj  thy  of  a  place  in  your  ufeful  Maga- 
ine.

What  were  the  terrible  Roman 
criptions  ?  bloody,  cruel  and  favage 
Mid  conception,  in  which  their  beft 


and  moft  virtuous  citizens  perilhed‘-*f>e^ 
rifhed  to  gratify  the  caprice  of  the  worft 
of  inonfters.  What  is  the  hiftory  of  the 
Chriffian  church,  and  her  numerous 
martyrs  ?  yea,  all  the  maflacrcs,  perfecu* 
tions  and  miferies  which  arice  has  caufed, 
authorifed  and  landtified.  How  many 
millions  of  innocent,  wife  and.  prudent' 
men  have  drunk  the  bittcreft  draught 
that  this  world  could  ferve  up  to  them  ? 
Shall  I  name  the  vouchers  of  thelefatls? 
You  may  find  them  atteffed  in  the  works 
of  Polybius,  Plutarch,  Seneca  and^nfe- 
bius.  In  fomc  part  of  Ciccro*8  writings, 
which  I  cannot  recollcift,  arethelc  words, 
Improbis  optime  evenit ;  and  fays  Ho¬ 
race,  V irtutes  ipfas  invert Jmus  :  and 
Val.  Maximus  tells  us  it  was  common, 
maximas  viftutes  quetfi  gravijfima  de- 
'  tut  a  punire  :  And,  to  name  only  one 
more  evidence  in  this  matter,  have  you 
never  read,  in  a  well  known  book,  **  That 
the  wicked  are  mot  in  trouble,  and 
plagued  as  other  men ;  that  they  have 
more  than  'heart  can  wi(h ;  and  that  in 
their  death  there  are  no  bands?”  Or 
have  you  forgot  the  faying  of  the  patient 
Arabian:  **  The  vicious  are  mighty  in 
power;  their  cow  calveth,  and  cafteth 
not  her  calf;  theyTcjoicc  at  the  found 
of  the  organ ;  they  fpend  their  days  in 
mirth?”  Alfo  in  the  fame  volume  are 
thefe  words,:  •“  The  wicked^ devourcth 
the  man  that  is  more  righteous  than  he : 
their  portion  Is  fat,  and  their  meat  plen¬ 
teous.  The  way  of  the  wicked  pfofperfl^ 
and  happy  are  all  they  that  deal  veiy 
trcacheroufly.” 

Thus  have  I  proved  the’  truth  of  my

That  by  the  examina¬ 
tions,  either  at  or  previous  to  the  time 
of  pregnancy,  the  paflions  of  both  are  fp 
much  excited,  that  the  one  becomes  cap¬ 
able  of  the  molt  dilhonourable  attem^, 
and  that  the  reafon  of  the  other  is  fo 
bewildered  as  to  render  her  incapatJe  of 
refuling  whatever  is  defired.  Barely  ftat- 
ing  thefo  arguments,  ftript  of  the  pomp 
of  declamation,  and  the  mere  alfcttions 
brought  in  fupport  of  them,  are  fufificient 
to  Ihow  their  futility.  Let  us  however 
confider  them  a  little  more  particularly. 
If  the  palfions  of  thofe  female  operators 
are  ftrong,  if  their  anxieties  are  confider- 
able,  they  mult  be  rendered  totally  .un¬ 
fit  for  their  bufinel's ;  that  fteadinefs  and 
refolution,  fo  neceflary  often  where  our 
opinions  are  fupported  by  a  bare  probabi¬ 
lity,  arc  intirely  incompatible  with  ftrong 
emotions.  If  doubtful  of  the  fuccefs.  of 
any  means  to  be  uftd,  our  fears  will  lead 
us  to  employ  more  lenient  meafures, 
whofe  uncertainty  is  not  fo  great,  and 
by  this  means  we  negled  powerful  re¬ 
medies,  and  adopt  an  inert  and  trifling 
pradice.  The  univerfal  pofition  that  no 
man  is  a  judge  in  bis  own  cafe,  confirms 
this  reafoning  in  the  ftrongeft  degree;  fo 
that  if  females  are  ufed,  all  the  anxieties 
muft  be  thrown  off,  and  the  natural  fym* 
pathy  which  makes  every  one  fcel  for  the 
diftrefles  of  a  fellow-creature,  muft  only 
be  retained.  In  this  view  females  poi- 
iefs  no  advantages  over  male-operators; 
in  another  they  arc  greatly  inferior.-— 
Mid  wives  are  generally  taken  from  the 
lower  clafs ;  they  are  not  fully  acquaint¬ 
ed  with  the  internal  ftrudture  of  the  parts, 
and  are  in  moft  cafes  grofsly  ignorant 
even  of  the  principles  of  phyfiology;  fo 
that  where  any  fyroptoms  or  accidents 
ixrcur,  diflerent  from  thofe  in  the  ufual 
cotine,  they  are  embarrafled,  and  either 
wait  till  the  ftrength  of  both  mother  and 
child  decays,  or  attempt  force,  not  in¬ 
deed  by  the  crutl  and  bloody  crotchet ^ 
hut  by  means  infinitely  left  and  jufti- 

fiable.  In  the'  Orkneys,  where  women 
are  too  modefl  to  admit  male- operators,

believe  that  this  is  the  cafe  in  more  civi¬ 
lized  places ;  but  even  there  the  l)>irits 
the  mother  and  child  are  fuifered  to  de¬ 
cline,  and  probably,  by  the  delay,  inftru- 
ments  become  neceflary  in  c^cs  that 
might  otberwife  hare  been  accompliihed 
by  more  gentle  means.  If  we  look  into 
the  hiftory  of  midwifery,  we  ihaU  find 
that  the  natural  modefty  of  the  fex  led 
them  to  employ  females,  till  the  incon¬ 
venience  refulting  from  their  ignorance, 
induced  the  legiflature  to  iflue  an  edid, 
preventing  women  oi  Oaves  to  pra^ife 
phyfic.  Such  an  edi^  was  iffued  from 
the  Areopagus ;  at  what  time,  or  how 
long  it  fublifted,  we  cannot  exa<ftly  de¬ 
termine;  but  we  know  ffom  Uyginus 
that  this  law  w^s  abolifhed  merely  on 
account  of  Agnodice,  an  Athenian  ma¬ 
tron,  who  difguired  h'erfelf  in  nriens 
deaths,  and  ftudied  under  Herophilus, 
the  moft  famous  anatomift  of  his  age. 
She,  on  her  return,  pradifed  midwifery, 
which  occafipned  an  abolition  of  the 
edid,  and  a  pcrmifflon  for  women  to 
pradife  midwifery,  prtwided  they  are 
free,  that  is^  provided  they  are  able  to 
be  properly  educated. 

If  then  women  are  in  general  lefe  fefe 
than  men,  there  is  no  objedion  againft 
the  latter  except  in  a  moral  view,  which 
leads  us  to  confider  the  fecond argument; 
and  this  indeed,  however  fpecious  on  the 
firft  appearance,  is,  on  confideration,  fo 
ridiculous,  that  I  am  doubtful  whether 
I  ought  to  treat  it  with  argument  or  ri¬ 
dicule.  Let  us  however  ferioiifly  con- 
fider  its  foundation :  a  man  midwife,  iu 
fpite  sf  this  author’s  aflertion,  is  never 
confultcd  but  when  a  lady  wants  to 
know  whether  (he  is  pregnant,  or  in  the 
time  of  labour ;  in  both  thefe  iltuatione 
her  mind  is  occupied  by  affiiirs  of  confe-

flit  but  by  the  mere  grace  and  favour  of 
the  Creator,  nor  by  any  other  means 
than  he  has  ordained  and  appointed  for 
them  to  live :  and  it  follows  of  courfct 
that,  if  any  negleCt  this,  and  attempt  to 
live  by  any  other  means,  he  mult  periih 
inevitably,  and  very  deftrvcdly.  This  is 
the  original  law  of  nature,  and  the  im¬ 
mediate  rcfult  of  creature-dependence* 
The  contempt,  or  even  negleCt  of  it,  is 
that  very  thing  which  we  call  and 
every  fin  has  more  or  lefs  of  it,  which 
we  find  marked  out  by  undrring  wifdom 
under  the  reproachful  name  of  folly  ; 
and  by  this  both  angels  and  men  fell 
from  their  firft  (tatc.  The  bait  that  was 
laid  by  him  who  abode  not  in  the  truth, 
was  to  infpire  the  firft  pair  with  fenti- 
mcnts’of  independency,  viz*  their  being 
nu//e  as  godsl  kno*i\jing  good  and  evsTi 
and  the  fficcefsful  method  he  took  toac- 
complifh  his  fatal  purpoie,  ,waa  by  blow¬ 
ing  up  pride  in  man,  teaching  him  tb 
reafon  againft  divine  revelation,  and  re-^ 
nounce  his  dependence  as  he  himfelf  had 
done.  Thus  he  drew  his  image  on  man, 
who  now  became  like  him  in  deceit,  en¬ 
mity,  pride  and  prefumption,  and  natu¬ 
rally, difpofed  (as  all  his  defeendents  are) 
to  rcllft  and  oppofe  divine  truth  when  It 
fhould  he  revealed  to  them.  Here  is  the 
origin  of  all  idolatry,  and  the  true  fourcc 
of  Atheifm,  Deifm,  &c.  Human  nature 
was  thus  corrupted  at  the  fountain¬ 
head:  The  fpring,  therefore,  muft  be 
impure.  The  parents  of  mankind 
throwing  off  their  dependence,  their  po- 
fterity  can  only  derive  from  them  nature 
corrupted,  or  affeCted  with  the  biafs  ori¬ 
ginally  received  from  the  firft  apoftate, 
who  has  now  only  to  cheriih  and 
ftrengthen  the  roots  of  thefe  malignant 
rinciples  of  dilloyalty  and  difobedience 
e  at  firft  planted  in  the  human  heart* 
The  enemies  of  revelation  ftill  continue 
to  a<ft  the  fame  fubtlcnart  that  its  prime 
enemy  did  at  firft.  They  endeavour  to 
undermine  revelation,  by  oppoting  one 
part  of  it  to  another,  to  render  the  whole 
doubtfsl,  fo  as  to  become  the  fubjetft  oC 
free  inquiry  and  debate,  and  to  have  no 
fixed  fenfe  beyond  what  may  be  fuggeft- 
ed  from  corrupted  natural  reafon;  fo 
that  men  may  determine  themfelres  as  if 
there  were  no  revelation  at  all.  But,  let 
the  pbilofophers,  free-thinkers  and  difr 
piitants  of  this  world,  who  pretend  tg  be 
wifer  than  God,  or  at  Icaft  than  his  wri¬ 
tings,  bring  forth  their  ciufc  and  glory 
in  their  wiklom ;  yet  it  is  a  truth,  which 
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will  endure  to  all  generations,  that  di- 
■rinc  revelation  has  given  a  difeovery  of 
things  richer  than  ever  fancy  could  fug- 
gelt,  or  than  the  wiflies  of  man  could 
idveme;  all  which  the  mind  may  fafcly 
entertain  without  the  lead  fear  of  difap- 
pointment.  When  we  have  gathered 
the  wind  in  our  fids,  and  bound  up  the 
waters  of  the  fea  in  a  g:*rment,  then  we 
may  imagine  that  wc  can  ealiiy  compre¬ 
hend  the  glory  of  God,  and  of  his  works, 
as  both  are  held  forth  in  feripture-reve- 
lation.

which,  had  writings  upon  on«  fide  of 
them  only  been  admitted,  would  have

The  proverb  jiiftly  fays,  long  fair,  long 
foul. 

But  it  is  a  dill  more  egregious  roiftskf 
to  think,  that  the  plurality  of  good  of¬ 
fices  which  this  reverend  gentleman  hat 
had  accumulated  upon,  bicoi  were  .be*: 
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flowed  upon  him  unfolicitcd  and  unex- 
^cded.  This  is  truly  as  fabulous  a  flight 
as  ev  vr  was  figured  of  Dr  Sangrado,  or 
any o. herd. »d<H'  in  romance;  and  there¬ 
fore  liiit  ill  fuitft  a  ferious  charadcr  of  a 
Prejbyteriafi  do6lor^v<\\om  we  ail  know 
really  to  exift.  It  reminds  one  of  the 
fiory  of  a  phyfician,  who  had  been  feek* 
ing  honour  and  preferment  all  his  life, 
and  at  laft  obtained  the  honour  of  knight¬ 
hood.  Some  years  aftei  wards,  in  a  pub¬ 
lic  coffee- houi'e,  he  was  very  bufy  in  af- 
furing  his  friends,  that  this  honour  was 
nut  uf  his  feeking;  and  that  it  was  hand 
upon  him,  as  it  would  increafe  his  ex- 
pcnces;  and  he  did  not  delire  it,  and  aH 
that.  A  Ihrewd  old  gentleman,  who 
was  prefent,  and  kne^v)  the  man  mjelly 
lapp'd  him  on  the  ihouldcr,  Hold  your 
Jon^uey  Sir,  faid  he,  it  is  very  nueil 
they  did  not  make  a  lord  of  you. 

As  to  the  doctor’s  abilities  as  an  hiflo- 
lian:  if  a  clear  arrangement,  and  a  co¬ 
pious  How  of  good  language  will  confti- 
tiue  a  pcrfe<5l  hiftorlaii,  he  may,  to  be 
ftire,  have  that  epithet ;  but,  in  the  opi¬ 
nion  of  many- able  judges,  much  more  is

iicdtun  and  acute  dilcrimination.  Had 
the  hifiorian,  on  whom  we  are  now  fit¬ 
ting  in  judgment,  been  fully  fumiftied  in 
the  different  capacities  now  mentioned, 
we  fliould  have  had  from  him  an  account 
of  Scotland,  in  the  period  of  which  he 
v.Tites,  much  more  abundant;  and  he 
Would  not  have  laid  himfelf  open  to  the 
keen  and  unerring  ftridtures  of  Mr  Tyt- 
Icr,  one  of  the  clerks  to  his  mj\idty*8  fig- 
r.et  in  Scotland,  who,  in  his  Inquiry  in* 
to ^  the  Evidence  againjl  Mary  ^ueen 
€j  Scots,  has  given  both  Dr  Robertfon 
and  David  Hume,  Efq;  fuch  a  dreiling  as 
they  never  can  recover.  Who  fakes 
iipon  him  to  pronounce  Dr  Robertfon’s 
h.ftory  of  Scotland  “  to  be  the  beft  hifto- 

ry  in  the  Englifli  language?”^ - Alas  I 

what  fulfome  panegyric  I  Call  it  an  Hif- 
torical  Elfay,  or  an  Hiftorical  Diflerta- 
tioii,  and  wc  will  agree  with  you;  yet 
even  when  you  have  done  fo,  we  muft 
inlift  on  your  explaining  to  us,  by  what 
arguments  you  can  mrSke  it  out,  that  it 
ought  to  be  placed  higher  than  the  hifto- 
4ical  produ^ioRs  of  David  Uuinc>£fq; 


Wc  will,  in  this  inftance,  pit  the  infidd 
againft  the  divine,  ancblay  our  money  oii\’ 
the  head  of  the  former;  for  wc  will  ven¬ 
ture  to  fay,  that  there  is  a  much  greater 
ftorc,  both  of  philofophical  obfervation, 
and  brilliancy  of  fentiment,  in  the  one 
than  in  the  other;  but,  if  we  are  to  dif- 
putc  who  arc  to  liar  the  palm  as  hifto- 
rians  in  the  Euglifti  language,  (hall  wc 
hefitatc  'in  giving  our  voice  for  names 
diftinguilhed  equally  by  their  rank  and 
by  their  merit ;  w’e  mean  the  earl  of  Cla¬ 
rendon  and  lord  Lyltkton. 

As  to  Dr  Robertfoif  s  tranfaiflions  with 
his  bookfellers,  they  are  rather  beneath 
the  notice  of  the  public ;  but,  fince  thef 
have  keen  mentioned,  we  muft  obferve* 
that  a  handlbme  offer  made  for  the  hif- 
tory  of  Scotland,  by  Mr  Kincaid  of  Edin¬ 
burgh,  before  the  author  was^  at  all 
known  as  an  hiftoriograpber,  induced 
Mr  Andrew  Millar  of  London  .to  come 
up  to  600 1.  for  that  book;  and,  as  to  the 
hiftory  of  Charles  V.  the  price  was  indeed 
enormous ;  but  that  no  expe^ations  have 
been  difappointed,  is  what,  il  is  faid^ 
the  bofskfellers  will  beg  leave  to  difpute. 

As  to  what  is  faid  of  Dr  Robertfon’s 
having  fpent  his  life  as  the  leader  of  a 
church  party,  and  confequently  in  regu¬ 
lating  the  pafTions,  the  intcrefts,  the  pre¬ 
judices  of  a  numerous  faftion,  we  can¬ 
not,  for  our  parts,  admire  the  charaifter 
of  a  reverend  party-man^  cfpccialljr  if 
the  party  led  on  by  him  is  a  deftroying 
party  to  any  regular  body  of  Chriftians. 
Wc,  for  our  parts,  efteem  and  reverence 
a  clergyman,  whole  life  is  principally  de¬ 
voted  to  his  great  and.  important  duty, 
and  we  would  conclude  with  a  -ftriking 
paflage  in  the  fpccch  of  that  manly  ora¬ 
tor,  the  rev.  MrFrccbairn  [xvi.  314.]  : 

The  tme  ambition,  the  honour  and 
the  glory  of  a  miniftcr  of  the  church  of 
Scotland,  (hoirid  be  a  faithful  and  con- 
fcitntioiis  difeharge  of  the  owies  of  that 
office,  the  importance  of  which  fpi  eads 
as  wide  as  the  eternal  concerns  of  man¬ 
kind.  By  fuch  a  conduft,  he  may  hope 
to  attain  to  what  is  infinitely  fuperior  to 
any  fordid  views  of  temporal  .gain,  <y 
-even  to  all  the  applaufc  of  men  which  li¬ 
terary  performances  may  acquire.”

Ecd  by  bis  relaioA  and  preceptor  dpg!* 


tor  Blackwell,,  well  known  for  his  wri- 
ting.s  in  the  repuMic  of  letters.  Me 
VMS  bred  a  holier  at  Aberdeen ;  but  this 
Iwing  too  confined  a  fccne  lor  the  extent 
t)f  hi>  abilities,  he  foon  quitted  it,  and 
repaired  to  this  metropolis,  the  only 
mart  for  genius,  where  he  Rrll  obtained 
employment,  in  tlie  capacity  of  out- 
eloor  clerk  to  Mr  B —  the  banker.  Here 
be  difplayed  a  great  facility  in  figures, 
.and  an  uncommon  attention  to  that  bu- 
finefs  in  whicli  he  afterwards  liecamc  fo 
eminent  and  confpicnous.  Mtfirs  R — , 
N — ,  &:c.  being  convinced  of  Mr  F — ’s 
talents  and  abilities,  and  judging  he 
would  be  a  \cry  ufcful  partner,  and 
m  mage  the  mofl  laborious  part  oi  their 
inilinefs,  admitted  hinruponthc  firm  of 
the  honfc  through  the  intereft  and  re¬ 
commendation  of  Mr  M-t-d.  Scarce  had 
be  been  thus  cftablilhed,  l>efore  he  be¬ 
gan  to  fpcciilate  in  the  Alley  for  rery 
confuler  ible  fums,  anil  was  judged,  in 
tlic  beginning,  to  be  very  fuccefsful,  par¬ 
ticularly  at  the  time  of  the  ligning  the 
]>ivli:ninancs  of  the  late  peace,  of  which 
lie  gained  intelligence  before  tlie  gene- 
i  dity  of  the  bulls  and  .bears  at  Jona¬ 
than’s.  His  capital  Broke,  however,  is 
thought  to  have  been  m.ule  at  the  time 
<)f  the  gre.at  rife  of  Jndia  fii>ck,  about 
Icven  years  fince. 

'Fhis  fuccefs  was  fatal  to  Mr  F — ,  for 
it  induced  him  not  only  to  fpeculate  for 
Bill  larger  fums  in  the  Alley,  but  in  ma¬ 
ny  other  purfuits,  particularly  in  hops. 
'The  capricious  goddd's  dill  favoured 
him,  and  he  feemed  fo  infatuated  with 
]u*r  kindnefs  as  to  think  fne  w’as  inlircly 
;it  his  command.  He  purchafed  a  large 
elbite,  with  a  moft  elegant  villa,  at  Roe- 
lianvpton,  where  he  aimed  at  furpalfing 
thunmilfaries  and  K.ih<'»bs  in  grandeur 
anil  magnificence.  He  fupported  a  cha¬ 
pel  lor  himfirlf  and  family  adjoining  to 
bis  manfion.  His  ambition  was  now  un¬ 
bounded,  he  flared  far  beyond  the  line 
of  mere  mercantile  fplendor,  and  no¬ 
thing  Icf*  than  nobility  feemed  equal  to 
bii  w  iibe**.  'Fhc  next  teftimonial  he  gave 
of  his  deSre  of  exaltation,  w.as  his  being 
.1  candidate  for  a  certain  Iwrough ;  upon 
'vhich  opcafion,  though  he  was  not  rc- 
turned,  he  fixmt  ne.ar  14,000!.  and,  to 
Iccure  his  future  cleiflion,  ereded  an 
boflfit.il,  and  cBablilhed  other  charities 
there,  in  order  to  render  himftlf  the  po¬ 
pular  candidate  upon  the  firft  vacancy. 
Failing  in  the  prefcnt  attempt  to  obtain 
a  feat  in  parliament,,  he  fought  for  ho¬ 


nours  in  another  channel,  andpaklhil 
addrelTes  to  a  lady  of  quality,  who, 
dazzled  by  his  pomp  and  apparent  for¬ 
tune,  comented  to  the  marria^;  and 
lady  M — t  was  now  frequently  introdu* 
ced  to  the  public  in  the  papers,  her  por¬ 
trait  difplayed  at  the  exhibition,  and  her 
pidure  in  every  print  Ihop.  He  made  a 
handfome  fettlemcnt  upon  her  ladylhip, 
and  is  faid  to  have  purchafed  feme  cftatei 
in  Scotland,  to  give  him  weight  and  dig¬ 
nity  in  his  native  country. 

But  the  fatal  period  now  approached 
when  all  his  linfcl  glories  vaniflicd.  The 
affair  of  Falkland  Ifland,  which  occaiion- 
cd  ftocks  greatly  to  fliw^luate,  gave  the 
molt  fcnfible  fhock  to  his  finances;  and 
to  make  up  all  his  fpcculativc  differences, 
he  was  compelled  to  employ  a  very  con* 
fiderable  fum  of  the  company’s  ftock. 
This  Itep  alarmed  the  partners,  and  they  j 
remonftrated  to  him  upon  the  impro¬ 
priety  of,  his  condud.  Mr  F—  treated 
the  remonftrance  of  his  partners  with 
the  molt  mortifying  contempt,  threaten* 
ing  to  dilTolve  the  partnerfhip  if  they  at¬ 
tempted  to  reltrain  his  operations,  and 
leave  them  to  manage  a  bulinefs  to  which 
they  were  altogether  unequal;  and  to 
convince  them  that  he  had  power  to  put 
his  threats  in  execution,  produced  bank¬ 
notes  to  a  great  amount,  which  had  been 
borrowed  for  a  few  hours  to  aniw’er  hit 
purpofe.  E<jually  (truck  with  the  plan- 
libility  of  his  difeourfe,  and  the  fum,  they 
were  cafily  reconciled*.  But  Mr  F— *8  ill 
fortune  now  piirfucd  him  as  rapidly  and 
invariably  as  his  good  genius  had  before 
accompanied  him;  he  found  himfclf in¬ 
capable  of  f ulfdling  engagements,  fo  very 
confideiablc  on  all  hands,  that  he  rcfol- 
ved  upon  a  retreat,  after  having  em^ 
ployed  every  method  bis  imagination 
could  fuggeft  to  difeover  fome  new  rc- 
fourcc.  The  immediate  confequence  of. 
his  .ibfenting  himfelf  from  bulinefs,  was 
a  lloppagc  of  payment  at  the  houfe;  and 
an  advertifement  fucceeded,  intimating 
that  the  other  partners  were  not  privy 
to  MrF — *8  priK'eedings.  However,  the 
whide  company  have  fince  become  bank¬ 
rupts;  the  fatal  influence  of  which  haf 
affcifled  a  great  number  of  other  cooft- 
dcrable  houfes  involved  wfith  them*  Such 
arc  the  efieds  of  gamingin ’Change-alley  J 
— a  vice  more  fatal  to  commerce  in  fuch

HIS  majefty,  lord  Sandwich,  and  Mr 
Ranks  projeded  the  expedition.  His  ma- 
jeAy  enabled  Mr  Ranks  to  join  M.  Zof- 
fani  therein.  By  hisgencrolity  theicheme 
was  near  fettled,  and  not  a  word  was 
laid  of  it  to  a  certain  oificer  in  the  navy. 
It  cannot  be  alVcrted,  that  a  Ihip  totally 
void  of  conveniencics  for  accomimxla’- 
ling  the  d  fjoverers  was  bought  on  pur- 
pofe  to  exclude  Mr  Hanks,  but  he  could 
not  be  ignorant  of  the  conveniencics  re- 
quilite,  as  Mr  Banks  had  been  with  him 
to  Newfoundland.  Lord  Sandwich,  a 
well-wilher  to  the  expedition,  ignorant 
of  the  motives  of  this  oppolition,  and  not 
being  able  to  reconcile  reports  diametri¬ 
cally  oppolite  and  contradictory,  was  o- 
bliged  to  believe  that  Mr  Banks  was  very 
iinreafonable.  He  truAcd  to  the  navy- 

board,  and  attended  capt. - to  take 

leave  of  his  majcAy,  to  proceed  on  his 
voyage  to  Plymouth,  wlicre  Mr  Banks 
was  to  meet  him.  His  majefty  made 
every  inquiry  to  find  if  any  thing  was 
wanting  to  make  her  more  complete. 

Lord  Sandwich  and  capt. - both  af- 

lerted  that  the  Ihip  was  completely 
equipped,  and  pcrfedly  fuited  fir  the 
voyage,  as  every  one  in  their  different 
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Indiaman’s;  and  in  it  nine,  and  ocoh 
fionally  eleven  draugbtfmcn  were  tt 
work,  all  the  plants  to  be  dried  and  ai^ 
ranged,  animals  preferved,  the  company 
to  mefs,  and  feveral  to  fleep. 

The  two  libraries,  which  took  up  fo 
much  room,  were  Mr  Banks’s  (which 
was  fix  feet  by  four  and  a  half),  and  Dr 
SoUnder’s  (which  was  four  and  a  half 
by  three  feet  and  a  half );  and  thefe  were 
the  only  holes  in  which  they  could  re¬ 
tire  for  a  minute’s  privacy.  Thefe  tattles, 
left  to  imagination  to  define,  had,  how¬ 
ever,  the  dehred  efteCt,  and  deceived;  I 
and,  accordingly,  it  w^as  determined  that  | 
they  had  too  much  room ;  the  libraries  1 
were  ordered  to  be  taken  from  them,  and  | 
their  books  were  to  be  hung  on  flieltes,  ! 
on  the  Tides  of  the  great  cabin,  where,  I 
from  their  fituation,  they  never  could  be 
kept  together,  being  exppfed  to  every 
motion  of  the  ihip.  The  cabin  was  or¬ 
dered  to  be  reduced  fix  feet,  and  the 
captain’s  cabin  being  quite  cut  away, 
both  he  and  his  draughtfmen  were  to 
join  the  party  already  appointed  to  the 
great  cabin.  If  thefe  ingenious  people  | 
could  all  have  afi’embled  in  fo  fmall  i  j 
fpacc,  I  defy  any  one  to  have  done  any 
thing,  if  he  had  attempted  to  work,  both 
from  deficiency  of  light  and  room. 

The  reports  to  the  navy-board,  then, 
appeared  to  be  the  caufe  of  all  this  dif- 
appointment ;  but  Sir  Gilbert  Elliot,  and 


departments  had  done  their  bcA.  His 
inajeAy  was  fatisfied,  and  the  ftiip  failed. 
Three  days  after,  the  proteftofthc  pilot, 
lieutenants,  and  mafter  arrived,  in  which 
the  Ihip  was  declared  to  have  every  fault 
a  Ihip  could  have;  fhc  could  neither  fail 
nor  anfwcr  her  heUn ;  and  that  the  pilot 
could  not  anfvver  for  her  reaching  Ply¬ 
mouth  before  fhc  would,  in  ail  probabi¬ 
lity,  **%eiitt.  This  report,  of  conrfc,  the 
king  muft  fee ;  but  lord  Sandwich,  per¬ 
ceiving  himfelf  deceived,  would  not 
meddle  any  more,  and  another  officer 
w  ent  to  his  majcAy.

tions  than  would  fatisfy  an  admiral,  and 
more  than  any  fhip could  give;  that  their 
libraries  took  up  all  the  room ;  that  the 
lliip  was  the  only  one  for  fize  and  fhape 
which  could  live  in  thofe  Teas;  and  that 
it  was  impolfiblc  to  find  another  equal  in 
goodnefs ;  and  that  ftic  muft  be  cut  down

1  he  truth  is,  when  Mr  Banks  w^as  ac¬ 
commodated  to  his  mind,  the  great  ca¬ 
bin  was  fut  feet  Ihorter  than  an  Eaft-

As  a  board,  they  were 
obliged  to  a(5t  from  reports  given  in,  and 
thefe  all  tended  to  exclude  Mr  Banks. 

The  public  are  obliged  to  lord  North, 
to  the  fpcaker  of  the  lioufe  of  commons, 
Sir  G.  Saville,  Mr  Bourke,  and  Sir  Gilbert 
Elliot,  among  the  many  friends  of  thii 
expedition,  for  the  countenance  it  recei¬ 
ved  in  parliament,  for  the  provifion  allot¬ 
ted  to  Dr  Lind  (which  I  hope  they  will 
not  permit  to  be  applied  to  other  pu^ 
pofes),  and  their  difeernment  in  wiftiing 
to  fend  out  Mr  Banks,  Dr  Solander,  and 
M.  Zoffani. 

I  cannot  conclude  without  hinting  at  a 
profpe^l  there  is,  that  Mr  Banks  mtf 
have  an  opportunity  of  gratifying  thccu- 
riofity  of  the  learned  next  fpring,  and 
that  the  credit  of  this  country  may  reco¬ 
ver  by  a  private  equipnaent.  If  reporti 
are  true,  liberality  and  noble  proceeding* 
will  charaiftarife  the  plan,  and  at  laitXn* 
rope  may  fee,  that  a  fet  of  men 
nobly’,  and  not  be  led  by  a  few.

WViterfi,  acquainted  with  the  IVatc  of 
the  nation,  have  long  forefeen  that  fome- 
thing  like  a  general  bankruptcy  would 
iliortly  happen;  they  have,  .therefore, 
forewarned  minifters,  and  endeavoured 
to  roufe  them  from  their  lethargy,  to 
ward  off  the  imjieading  blow  ;  but  all  in 
vain ; — Your  lordihip  had  nothing  in 
view  but  forging  chains  for  the  pre- 
fent  and  future  generations.  The  mife- 
ry  foretold  by  pcrlons  of  fagacity,  has 
now,  however,  actually  come  to  pafs; 
and  lince  the  event  has  bapj^ned,  other 
writers  have  been  bufied  in  exploring 
the  caufes  of  fo  direful  a  calamity. 

It  has  turned  out  in  this,  as  in  every 
fimilar  difquifition,  that  fpeculative  peo¬ 
ple  have  ditfered  wholly  in  their  opinion; 
one  man  would  attribute  the  misfortune 
to  one  caufe,  another  to  a  diffimilarone; 
this  writer  calls  in  luxury  to  folve  the 
phacnomenon ;  that  avers  the  fourcc  of 
the  calamity  to  be  too  great  an  exten- 
fion  of  credit.  With  deference  to  thefc 
ferutinizers,  I  think  the  caufes  they  af- 
fign  have  all  of  them  contributed  to 
bring  on  the  dreadful  cataftrophe,  but 
that  not  one  ofxhzm  folely  has  occalion- 
ed  the  misfortune.  In  Ihort,  I  think  the 
bankruptcies  owing  to  a  cotnhi nation  of 
caufes,  which  I  would  arrange  under  the 
following  heads ; 

Stock-Jobbing, 

Luxury,  and 
Extensive  Credit. 

The  infamous  practices  of  the  Alley 
have  long  difgraccd  us.  The  numerous 
families  that  from  fplcndor  have  been 
plunged  into  the  utmoft  extremity  of 
diftrefs,  occafionedlby  the  villainies  of 
ft(x:k  jobbing  adventurers :  Thefe  arc  na¬ 
tional  evils  which  loudly  call  for  parlia- 
•  mentary  redrefs.  But  have  we  any  rca- 
fon  to  exped  redrefs  ?  The  anfwcr  is  ob¬ 
vious — NO.  May  I  a(k  'your  lordihip 
*M)hj  the  parliament  will  not  interpofe  ? 
Be  honeil  for  once,  and  (ay,  bccaufe  the 
minijiers  are  the  very  people^  *\uhOt  by 


their  daily  practices ^  are  the  great eJE 
encouragers  ofjlock-johhing.  In  times 
of  war,  not  a  piece  of  intelligence  can  be 
communicated  to  our  court ,*but  the  ml- 
niiler  and  his  favourites  convert  it  to 
their  private  emolument,  drive  poft  to 
the  Alley,  fell  out,  buy  in,  and  fill  theif 
coffers  with  the  differences.  Nay,  the 
minilter’s  vaUt  de  ckambre  is  courteil 
by  fome  broker  to  explore  the  fecret; 
the  broker  takes  the  hint,  fpeculates  at 
Jonathan's,  is  frequently  miitaken  in  his 
opinion,  and  thoulands,  duped  by  his  in- 
finuatiuns,  having  adventured  more  than 
their  all,  are  undone. 

I  will  not  trcfpafs  upon  the  public's 
time,  by  wading  through  the  variety  of 
evils  attendant  upon  that  curled  prai^tice 
of  ftock-jobbing.  I  fiiall  conclude  this 
article  with  obferving,  that  were  we  to 
examine  into  the  caufe  of  all  the  capital 
failures  which  have  happened  within 
this  centurv,  we  ihould  find  them 
brought  on  by  Stock-Jobbing. 

Ought  not  then  a  miniflcr  to  provide 
fome  remedy  for  fo  notorious  an  evil  ? 
If  a  fet  of  creatures  will  prefume  to  con- 
du<ft  our  national  afiairs,  they  (hould  at 
lead  diicourage  a  pradtice  which  Iboner 
or  later  will  bring  this  nation  to  deffruc- 
tion.  Inftead  of  that,  our  minifters, 
quitting  the  helm  of  ftate,  deicend  fo 
«much  beneath  themfelves,  as  to  com¬ 
mence  'Change*  Alley  brokers.  What 
immenfe  fums  did  lord  Holland  clear  by 
ftock-jobbing  when  he  was  in  office  ? 
What  Ihoufands  were  ruined  by  Wit  fa(/e 
rumours  of  peace,  long  before  it  happen¬ 
ed  !  What  thoufands  of  beggars  now^ 
ride  in  their  coaches,  who  owe  their  for¬ 
tunes  to  the  true  intelligence  they  re¬ 
ceived  from  a  Frenchman  who  had  his 
account  from  Madame  Pompadour  ! 

Little - ,  the  member  for  — — made 

his  money'at  the  time;  a  (chemer,  not 
worth  a  groat,  who  happening  to  run  a- 
way  with  the  fifter  of  a  man  of  fortune, 
made  free  with  his  brother-in-law’s  ca(h, 
fucceeded ;  and  inftead  of  being  overfeer 
to  a  parcel  of  negroes,  is  now  a  great 
man  knd  opulent  citizen.  The  keeper 
of  a  certain  coffee-houfe  pocketed  tnu9 
theufand  pounds ^  by  riding  exprefs 
from  Dover  to  London,  and  conveying 
previous  intelligence  to  his  party  jn 
waiting.  But  reverfe  the  medal,  and  we

2.  “The  Riillian  troops  who  are  in 
the  r.eighbourhood  of  Giiirgewo,  and 
upon  the  left  Ihore  of  the  Danube,  and 
the  Turkifli  troops  which  are  pofted 
over  apainft  that  town,  on  the  right  Ihore 
of  tlie  Danube,  lhall  obferve  the  fufpen- 
fion  of  arms  from  the  day  of  its  being 
figned,  and  the  other  territories  in  Eu¬ 
rope  and  in  Afi- ,  from  the  time  of  their 
receiving  advice  of  it. 

3.  “  The  tw'o  armies  fliall  continue  in 
the  iituation  they  are  in  at  prefent  du¬ 
ring  the  fufpenlion  of  arms.

are  alfcmbled,  who  will  open  the  coif- 
grefs  immediately,  and  be  at  liberty  to 
lengthen  or  fhorten  this  fufpenfion  as 
they  fhall  think  moft  to  the  advantage  of 
the  tw'o  powers;  but  in  cafe  a  peace 
fliould  not  take  place,  then'the  furpenfion 
of  arms  in  Georgia,  Mingrclia,  and  the 
neighbouring  countries,  fhall  continue  in 
force  till  the  firft  of  O^ober  next,  on  ac¬ 
count  of  the  great  diftance  of  thofe 
places.

der,  go  into  the  fields  early  in  the  mor¬ 
ning,  w'hile  the  dew  remains  on  the  com» 
or  in  the  eventfig  when  the  dew  U  falling, 
and  proceed  drawing  the  elder  over  the 
corn,  one  on  each  fide  the  ridge,  from 
one  end  of  the  field  to  the  other,  cover¬ 
ing  the  whole  ridge,  and  bringing  the 
tops  of  the  elder  to  meet  in  the  middle, 
of  it.  When  they  get  to  the  end  of  the 
ridge,  let  them  return  badt  again,  drag¬ 
ging  the  elder  bulhea  over  the  ridse  in 
like  manner,  whereby  both  fidet  or  the 
cars  of  com  will  be  rubbed  with  the  el¬ 
der  leaves,  and  ftronglv  impregnated 
with  the  effluvia  ifluing  from  them,  the 
diiagreeablc  fmell  of  which  will  deter 
flies  and  inftCls  from  fettling  on  the 
corn. 

We  recommend  a  caution,  ufually 
ven  at  this^feafoa  to  hpuie-keepers,  ler- 
vants  and  others,  not  to  throw  out  upon 
the  ftrceti  the  fbtllfe  of  peaSr,  (kins  of 
goofeberries,  cherry- ftoncs,  which 
are  the  occafion  of  many  accidents,  by 
caufing  people  to  fall  who  tread  upon 
them.
